armed Marxists whose actions 
have been tolerated by the gov- 
ernment." The Christian Demo- 
crats called on the government 
to wipe out such groups. 


Allende declared a state of 


emergency in Santiago Prov- 
ince, ordered a 1 a.m. to 6 a.m. 
curfew and suspended 
some 


constitutional rights. 


Thousands of police and 


troops with the power to search 
and make arrests without war- 
rants launched a dragnet for 
the killers. Police set up road- 
blocks on all roads leading out 
of Santiago and ordered all pri- 
vate planes grounded. 


The Christian Democrats de-

The party said it 
had no confidence in the detec-" 
tive force, which Is now headed 
by a militant Socialist. It also 
charged that Zujovic had been 
the target of "a daily slander 
campaign conducted by radios 
and newspapers that support 
the government."

fined the $10 Tuesday by City 
Court Judge Ray Churchill, 
who also imposed and then su- 
spended a 60-day jail sentence. 


Engressia had been charged 


with possession of illegal tele- 
phone equipment and with de- 
frauding South Central Bell 
Telephone Co. 


Churchill ruled there was in- 


sufficient evidence to hold En- 
gressia for grand jury action 
on the charges, reduced them 
to malicious mischief, and fined 
the youth. Engressia had plead- 
ed innocent. 


Telephone company officials

Nation-Wide 
Bell 'Phone

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


top union negotiator in nation- 
wide telephone bargaining has 
predicted a walkout of some 
half a billion Bell System work- 
ers if negotiations don't pick 
up. 


"It looks like there will be a 


strike," said President Joseph 
A. Beirne of the AFL-CIO Com- 
munications Workers. 


"As of right now things look 


bleak." 


The union wants an imme- 


diate 25 per cent increase on 
salaries that presently range 
from $101 a week for women 
clerks to $193 a week for cen- 
tral office switchmen in larger 
cities. Bell has offered an 11 
per cent increase the first year, 
3 per cent in each of the next 
two years and some cost-of-liv- 
ing pay, the union said Tues- 
day. 


Beirne said Bell System still 


could make an offer that would 
avert a strike. 


However, the results of a na- 


tionwide strike vote now under- 
way will be announced at the 
union's Kansas City convention 
starting next Monday, he said.

Mulching 
Has 3 Values 
for Farmer 


How can mulching be a gar- 


dener's best friend? Here is how, 
says Cayce B. Smith, associate 
county Extension agent. 


First, it eliminates soil com- 


Ptption l;;frojm heavy rains. 
Second, mulch helps maintain 
soil moisture. Third, it reduces 
doil temperature in the root zone. 
And fourth, it minimizes labor by 
eliminating grasses and weeds. 


Many materials are available 


to 
homeowners 
to 
mulch 


vegetable or flower gardens. 
Mulches occurring in nature are: 
Pine needles, leaves, lawn 
clippings, and gravel. Some 
materials are manufactured for 
mulching, while others are a by- 
product of another industry. 


Smith said that what you use is 


not as important as how you use 
it. A 4 inch layer is usually ef- 
fective. However, 2 inches of 
gravel over black plastic usually 
is adequate. 


It may be necessary to add to 


the mulch to maintain it at about 
3 to 4 inches during the growing 
season. 


Old newspapers have given 


excellent results in Hempstead 
County. Five to six sheets 
thickness were sufficient where 
coverage was thorough. 


A gardener has a lot going for 


him when using a properly ap- 
plied and maintained mulch.

Rumors spread daily that Pa- 


kistani agents from across the 
border 20 miles away are emp- 
tying bottles of cholera germs 
into the local water supplies to 
make the epidemic spread fas- 
ter. 


A crowd of 500 persons beat a 


Moslem to death Monday at the 
Krishnagar railway station aft- 
er a report that he had emptied 
a small bottle into a roadside 
well. 


D. K. Ghosh, the 
district 


magistrate of Krishnagar, said 
it is true the rivers are being 
polluted but it is caused by the 
bodies 
of 
cholera 
victims 


thrown in by relatives for quick 
burial. 


He said that so many police 


were now deployed to guard the 
rivers against this that there is 
a shortage of police to enforce 
law and order. With the state's 
population increased by at least 
4M: million refugees from East 
Pakistan and with hundreds of 
thousands more coming across 
the frontiers each week, the 
West Bengal government asked 
other states to lend it at least 
20 battalions of police.

Hindus, who normal- 


ly are cremated. But a short- 
age of firewood and fuel makes 
the traditional rituals impos- 
sible.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate has passed a $5.5-billion 
public works bill facing a pos- 
sible veto and containing ele- 
ments of a possible presidential 
compaign issue next year. 


The 
conference committee 


measure was sent to the House 
on a 45-33 vote Tuesday, despite 
Republican warnings it clashes 
head-on with President Nixon's 
revenue-sharing program and 
invites a veto. 


Drawing strongest objections 


were the $2 billion to provide 
jobs in high unemployment 
areas and help build public 
works projects in depressed 
areas, and $1.5 billion to contin- 
ue the Appalachian regional de- 
velopment program. 


The measure also provides 


$1.95 billion to help local gov- 
ernments upgrade their econo- 
mies through loans and other 
construction aids. 


Democrats are expected to 


stress the economy and unem- 
ployment in their 1972 cam- 


paign. 


The Senate originated the bill 


chiefly to extend Appalachian 
and other regional programs 
four years and the Appalachian 
highway building program five 
years. 


The House expanded the leg- 


islation, tacking on the acceler- 
ated public works program. In 
conference the Democratic ma- 
jority accepted the House ver- 
sion. 


Sen. Howard H. Baker Jr.. R- 


Tenn., called it "imprudent, 
pork-barrel legislation" costing 
$20,000 for each job created. 


"This 
would 
build 
court- 


houses and city halls all over 
the country," Baker said, "but 
it will not concentrate the aid 
in the really needy areas which 
are crying for help." 


Baker praised the Appala- 


chian 
Regional 
Development 


programs but said they were 
being "held hostage to unwise 
legislative maneuvers." 


Sen. John Sherman Cooper, 


R-Ky., co-author of the original 
Applachian bill with Sen. Jen- 
nings Randolph, D-W.Va., said 
the House version should be 
stripped of its new public works 
section. 


But Randolph, the bill's floor 


manager, 
insisted 
the com- 


promise "presents a well-bal- 
anced approach to problems of 
unemployment throughout the 


whole nation." 


The 13-state Appalachian re- 


gion would get $925 million for 
highways, $5 million for clean- 
ing up junked cars and appli- 
ances and $40 million for air- 
port safety programs. Another 
$576 million would be allotted 
over four years for aid pro- 
grams such as housing, strip 
mine reclamation, and health 
and education.

The day after they in- 


vented the credit card, some 
crook invented a way to put 
it to fraudulent use. 


Since then, every missing 


card has presented a poten- 
tial threat to its owner, and 
to the company that issued 
it. At first, it was hard to 
tell who was responsible for 
what. Now, federal law has 
set the rules. 


If you notify the issuer of 


the card before it is used 
fradulently, you are off the 
hook. However, if someone 
has had a chance to use it 
before you give notice, you 
are responsible for the first 
$50 worth of use. The issuer 
gets stuck with the rest. 


Of course, $50 is hardly 


peanuts for most of us, but 
it doesn't seem like a sum 
that will put us in a real 
bind. 
Yet 
consider, you 


carry credit cards in a wal- 
let or purse. If one is gone, 
they are probably all gone. 


Most anyone who has one 


credit card has several. That 
means that if you lose a half- 
dozen, your exposure isn't 
just $50, it's six times that, 
or $300. 


The best way to avoid this 


kind of financial loss is to 
keep as close an eye on your 
cards as you do on your 
cash. The minute you find 
they're missing, you notify 
the company. 


But 
thieves 
know 
this. 


They purposely use the cards 
quickly, buyings that can be 
converted to cash later. Two 
days is sometimes enough 
for them. 


If you can't beat thieves to 


the punch, then what can you 
do? One answer is insur- 
ance. You can insure your- 
self against c r e d i t card 
losses just as you can insure 
against other forms of ex- 
posure.

erage is that available as a 


rider on your homeowners' 
policy 
Homeowner's insur- 


ance is really a package of
